ANALYSIS OF TEDETRESUI/T 


Of the Voting in the Pine Tree 


State—Democratic Gains. 


Washington, October 6.—Sufficient 


time has now elapsed since the elec- 
tion in Maine to enable the political 
experts to make their 
deductions 


from an analysis of the result of the 
voting in the Pine Tree State. 


The effect of this analysis has been 


depression, discouragement and dis- 
may in the Republican ranks and a 
corresponding 
feeling of 
optimism 


and rejoicing on the part of tfie Dem- 
ocrats. 
Both effects are warranted 


by the showing made. In addition to 
the election of a Democratic Gover- 
not and a Democratic Legislature, 
which means the .control of the State 
government, the flat increase in the 
Democratic vote as compared with 
the Democratic vote for President in 
1912 is more than ten times the flat 
increase in the combined Republican 
and Progressive vote for President 
in the same year. 
In other words 


the Democratic total was an increase 
of more than 10,000, while the com- 
bined Republican and Progreessive 
increase was only about 1,000. The 
vote of 51,000 for President Wilson 
in 1912 was increased to more than 
61,000 for Mayor Curtis, the Demo- 
cratic nominee 
for 
Governor, 
or 
about 20 per cent. 


These figures~have staggered the 


Republicans, for their significance is 
ominous for them. Few, if any, Re- 
publicans have ever expected that 
their party would carry the next 
House of Representatives. The most 
that they have hoped for has been to 
cut down the big Democratic major- 
ity in the present House, but the vote 
in Maine has sent that hope glimmer- 
ing. 
The rate of increase in the 


Democratic vote in Maine if carried 
out and applied to the Congressional 
vote in other States would show a 
most astounding result and one which 
even the Democrats have never con- 
sidered, but which speaks for itself. 


An increase of 20 per cent, in the 


Democratic vote, as was made in 
Maine, applied to the Congressional 
districts elsewhere, would not only 
elect a Democrat from every district 
now represented by a Democrat, but 
.it would, in addition, result in a net 
Democratic gain of upwards of forty 
members in the House. This is some- 
thing which has given the Republi- 
cans pause and has greatly added to 
the aggressiveness of the Democrats.

THE DDT!' OP A GOOD NEIGHBOR 


Rigid Quarantine a Moral Obligation 


in the Case of Contagious Dis- 


eases. 


Every family which has a member 


ill with typhoid fever, scarlet fever, 
or other contagious disease, is en- 
titled to the sympathy and intelligent 
help of the community. At the same 
time, the stricken family should real- 
ize fully that simple good citizenship 
calls upon its members to do every- 
thing in their power to prevent the 
spread of the contagion to neighbors. 
In the country especially, where there 
are seldom health officers to impose 
rigid quarantines, the duty of keep- 
ing the sick separated from the well 
falls with peculiar weight on the af- 
flicted family. 
Ordinary neighborli- 


ness demands that such a family 
keep its members away from others 
and prevent outsiders from coming 
in contact with the infection. 


On a farm producing and selling 


milk, a contagious disease, such as 
typhoid or scarlet fever, demands 
special precautions. 
A very few 


germs of these diseases allowed to 
get into the milk may multiply rap- 
idly and be a source of disease in 
many families on the milk route 
served by the farmer. 


In the case of typhoid, the disease 


may come from germs in the well 
water, and this water if used unboil- 
ed for cleansing milk bottles or cans 
may very well start a typhoid epi- 
demic in a neighboring town. 
In- 


spectors have frequently traced out- 
breaks of scarlet fever and typhoid 
along a milk route and back to a 
sick person on the producer's farm. 


It is the duty of every milk far- 


mer to see that no one who is suf- 
fering from fever or any kind ever 
enters the dairy. 
Moreover, no one 


engaged in nursing the sick should 
ever be allowed to go near milk. 
Those who handle the milk on such 
farms, even though they never have 
been near the person who is sick, 


j should take special precautions.

... j fore entering the milk room they 


should put on a clean cap and a clean 
duster, which are never allowed to

funds banks shall maintain in their 
vaults; to regulate tne issue and 
retirement of federal reserve notes; 
to compel the banks to write off 
worthless assets from their books, 
and if need be to suspend and wind 
up any federal reserve bank. 


Assisting 
the 
Federal 
Reserve 


Board is an advisory council, com- 
posed of members selected by the re- 
serve banks of the twelve districts. 


The activities of the federal re- 


serve banks are those of usual bank- 
ing institutions. 
To give our cur- 


rency system elasticity it has the 
power to issue federal reserve bank 
notes. 
It is only in the discretion of the 


Federal Reserve Board that the fed- 
eral reserve banks may issue these. 
They are redeemable in gold at the 
United States Treasury in the city 
of Wasmngton, D. C. For the secur- 
ity of the holders of these notes col- 
lateral must be deposited with the 
Federal Reserve Agent for the dis- 
trict. Also, a reserve in gold of forty 
per cent, must "be maintained to pro- 
tect the federal reserve notes out- 
standiijg. Provision is made for the 
automatic retirement of these notes. 


The federal reserve banks have au- 


thority to issue circulating notes se- 
cured by deposit of two per cent, gov- 
ernment bonds. 


The financial situation during the 


past year or two has been high 
strung, and it has been the part of 
wisdom to proceed 
cautiously in 


adopting the radical changes brought 
about by the law. The sudden and 
unexpected advent of the European 
war, with its consequent destruction 
of foreign trade and commerce, has 
served to place a greater strain upon 
this country. 
Already the Federal 


Reserve Board has shown its useful- 
ness by approval of the plan to laise 
a $1,000,000,00 gold pool to main- 
tain our credit abroad. 
With the 


closing of the stock exchange there 
was no way of assembling the finan- 
cial resources of the country, and the 
carrying out the gold pool plan will 
doubtless relieve us from embarrass- 
ment.

~ I well remember ttie solemnity of 
the occasional special day set apart 
for prayer during the late Civil War 
by President, Ljiacoln. 
How well I 


remember when our nation was in 
mourning for the many slaughtered 
sons and for scenes of devastation 
equal to those of the present day in 
Europe. 
Most of the battles were 


fought with a fierceness which no 
doubt were all the fiercer because 
they were between soldiers and sail- 
ors of their own country and nation. 
In 1861 President Lincoln set a day 
apart for prayer for the safety and 
welfare of these states and then a 
little, perhaps a year, later, another 
for the success of the union army. I 
think that there were other days set 
apart for prayer for various things 
as to the Great Civil War that was 
at that time devastating our country 
and making widows and orphans by 
the thousands. 
The Union soldiers 


were nearly all raw and but few of 
the officers had much training in the 
ways of war. 
Probably for these rea- 


sons whole regions were laid waste. 
Tens of thousands of our noblest 
sons and fathers were killed and 
hundreds of thousands were wound- 
ed on land and sea. Yes also on riv- 
ers, and how well I can now hear the 
"All quiet along the Potomac." Oh, 
I remember quite well that when 
President Lincoln issued the second 
proclamation setting aside a day of 
prayer asking all to pray for the suc- 
cess of the Union army that our 
whole country was in the greatest 
gloom. Heads were bowed and knees 
bent by all. Yes I remember how 
many in dear old Bedford, 
with 


trembling forms and trembling lips 
asked Almighty God to give success 
to the Union army. 
Yes and I re- 


member one who most fervently ask- 
ed God to forgive the men of the 
South who had by their actions 
brought on the war. 
The prayers of 
that occasion, however, did not avail 


and 
and 


bloody battles were being constantly 
waged after this day of prayer. Win- 
ter was upon our country and all 
kinds of 
suffering 
and 
privation 


were indescribable, thus adding to 
the killing and wounding of the best 
and noblest of fathers and sons; but 
the surrender of General Lee to Gen- 
eral Grant put a stop to it all so far 
as the battles. Then came a day of 
thankfulness. 


President Wilson's asking national 


prayer for cessation of international 
war is the first one of its kind in 
many, many years, and let us all trust 
that it may be the last in many more 
years. The thought of all this makes 
me sick at heart.

city lias been designated in which a 
fedeial reserve bank has been estab- 
lished 


The federal reserve bank in cacb 


district is composed of the national 
bankinf 
and is

the national banks in the district fail 
to take all of this stock, private in- 
dividuals and the United States may 
Lake it, but the stock will have no 
voting power. 
The enforcement of

sisting of five members appointed by
